It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  number  of  schools  has  been  increased 
•only  by  two,  yet  the  number  of  scholars  exceeds  the  number  reported 
last  year  by  about  1,000;  while  the  expenses  of  the  schools  have  been 
increased  about  $2,000.  The  amount  raised  for  Sunday  School  Union 
is  more  than  has  been  raised  any  previous  year,  being  an  advance  of 
twenty  per  cent,  over  the  last  year.  The  number  of  Sunday  School 
Advocates  taken  is  not  so  great  by  nearly  five  hundred,  showing  a 
lamentable  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  those  who  should  be  inter- 
ested deeply  in  sustaining  a  periodical  of  so  much  importance  to  the 
cause.  There  is  cause  for  gratitude  and  encouragement  in  the  number 
of  conversions,  being  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  over  the 
number  reported  at  the  last  Conference. 

Your  Committee  trust  that  the  Address  delivered  at  the  Anniversary 
of  the  Sunday  School  Society  by  Bro.  Kidder,  will  have  the  eiFect  to 
awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  all  our  hearts  leading  us  to  stronger  efforts 
in  behalf  of  our  Sabbath  Schools.

TEMPERANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  submit  the  following  report : 

Resolved.  That  the  use  of  intoxicating  drink  as  a  beverage  is  a  sin ; 
that  it  violates  the  physical,  intellectual,  and  moral  nature  of  man. 
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Resolved,  That  the  friends  of  religion  and  humanity  are  earnestly 
called  upon  to  employ  all  suitable  moral  and  legal  means  to  remove  the 
evils  and  causes  of  intemperance. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  been,  and  still  are,  looking  with  intense 
interest  to  the  final  action  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  upon 
the  bill  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a 
beverage. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  said  bill  becomes  a  law,  we  will  endeavor  by  all 
possible  means  so  to  mould  public  sentiment  in  its  favor,  as  will  secure 
its  prompt  and  judicious  enforcement. 

Resolved,  That  if  said  bill  fails  to  become  a  law  at  the  present  session 
of  the  State  Legislature,  we  hereby  pledge  ourselves  to  use  our  influ- 
ence as  ministers  and  citizens  to  secure  its  enactment  at  the  earliest 
possible  period.

EDUCATION. 

By  documents  presented  to  the  Conference,  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation are  enabled  to  report  that  all  the  literary  institutions  under  your 
patronage  are  in  an  interesting  and  flourishing  condition. 

WESLEYAN  UNIVERSITY. 

Notwithstanding  the  desolation  which  death  has  made  in  the  councils 
of  this  institution,  by  the  removal  of  its  eminent  President,  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  its  friends  to  learn  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  success.  From 
the  Registrar's  report  for  the  year  ending  July  19,  1851,  it  appears  that 
the  excess  of  the  receipts  above  the  expenditures  is  about  $1,000.  We 
record  also,  with  devout  gratitude  to  the  Head  of  the  Church,  a  recent 
work  of  divine  grace  among  the  students.  The  Committee  are  deeply 
impressed  with  the  conviction  that  as  a  denomination  we  are  very  far 
from  doing  our  proportion  of  the  work  of  collegiate  education  in  our 
land;  and  that  we  are  consequently  depriving  ourselves  of  a  large 
measure  of  influence  over  the  public  mind. 

BIBLICAL  INSTITUTE. 

We  are  pleased  to  hear  of  the  continued  prosperity  of  this  institution. 
During  the  past  year,  $194  have  been  raised,  showing  a  deficiency  of 
$166.

WESLEYAN  ACADEMY. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  our  last  session,  the  Prin- 
cipal of  this  institution  has  presented  a  financial  exhibit  for  the  past 
year.  From  this  document,  we  learn  that  the  income  of  the  year  has 
exceeded  the  expenses.  It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  learn  that  an  ele- 
gant and  spacious  structure  has  recently  been  erected,  designed  not  only 
for  the  use  of  the  Academy,  but  for  a  monument  in  memory  of  the 
illustrious  and  beloved  Fisk. 

The  friends  of  the  Academy  will  be  gratified  to  learn  also,  that  a 
thorough  renovation  of  the  Boarding  Houses  is  in  contemplation,  and 
that  a  large  portion  of  the  requisite  funds  is  already  in  the  hands  of  the 
Trustees.  We  earnestly  hope  that  the  deficit  will  be  most  cheerfully 
made  up  by  the  patrons  of  the  institution. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  New  England  Conference  recognize  in  the  death  Of 
Stephen  Olin,  D.  D.,  late  President  of  the  Wesleyan  University,  a 
deeply  afflictive  dispensation  of  Divine  Providence,  and  an  irreparable 
loss  to  the  church  and  her  literary  institutions. 


SLAVERY. 

The  Committee  on  Slavery  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  bestowed 
what  attention  they  could  upon  the  subject  of  American  slavery,  or  to 
use  the  terrible  words  of  John  Wesley,  "the  sum  of  all  villanies  and 
that  they  are  not  only  as  much  as  ever,  but  more  than  ever,  convinced 
of  the  enormity  of  the  euiY,  and  the  flagrancy  of  the  sm,  of  reducing 
human  beings  to  the  bondage  in  which  three  millions  are  held  in  this 
republic,  and  retaining  them  in  that  fearful  condition. 

That  Republican  States  should  do  this  is  amazing ;  but  that  the  Chris- 
tian churches  of  the  nation  should  stand  connected  with  the  bloody  sys- 
tem, and  interweave  their  various  interests  with  its  frightful  ramifications, 
is  a  matter  of  more  profound  and  and  lasting  astonishment.  This  can- 
not be  right,  and  ought  not  to  be  tolerated. 

That  our  fellow  citizens  and  Christian  brethren  may  know  what  are 
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the  sentiments  of  this  body  of  Christian  ministers,  your  Committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Conference  that  a  rule  should 
he  inserted  in  the  Discipline  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  prohibiting  the  recep- 
tion of  voluntary  slave  holders  into  the  Church. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  is  also  the  sense  of  this  Conference  that  after  a 
specified  date,  all  persons  who  shall  then  be  found  in  the  church,  sus- 
taining the  relations  of  voluntary  slave  holders,  should  be  excluded 
there  from. 

3.  Resolved,  That  our  Delegates  to  the  ensuing  General  Conference 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  procure 
the  insertion  in  the  Discipline  of  such  a  rule  as  is  contemplated  in  the 
foregoing  resolutions. 


PEACE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Peace,  present 
the  following  report : 

The  Committee  regard  the  cause  of  peace  as  now  having  peculiar 
claims  on  the  attention  of  Christians,  and  especially  Christian  ministers. 

The  events  of  the  past  year  greatly  encouraged  the  friends  of  peace  to 
hope  that  the  time  was  near  when  nations  would  unite  permanently  into 
friendly  relations,  and  contend  with  each  other  only  in  those  arts  and 
pursuits  which  are  calculated  to  elevate  and  Christianize  mankind. 
These  hopes  have  been  sadly  disappointed,  and  we  now  see  those  nations 
whose  statesmen,  and  thousands  of  whose  citizens,  so  recently  ex- 
changed friendly  greetings,  preparing  for  war;  while  in  our  own  country, 
from  various  causes,  the  spirit  of  war  is  alarmingly  prevalent. 

Under  such  circumstances,  it  becomes  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  of 
peace  to  make  special  efforts  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  times,  to 
make  apparent  the  inconsistency  of  war  and  warlike  preparations,  with 
the  word  of  God,  and  to  counteract  those  peculiar  influences  and  appeals 
whose  tendency  is  to  bring  on  the  community,  the  demoralizing  effects 
of  the  war-spirit,  if  not  the  horrors  of  the  scourge  itself. 

While  it  is  generally  admitted  that  the  time  will  come,  when,  through 
the  influence  of  Christianity,  wars  shall  cease,  yet  it  appears  to  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  Church  has  relied  too  exclusively  on  the  general  influ- 
ence of  the  gospel  to  secure  this  result,  and  has  pursued  a  mistaken 
course  in  not  resorting  more  extensively  to  such  organizations  and 
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modes  of  action,  as  have  so  successfully  been  used  for  the  removal  of 
other  moral  evils.  They  think  more  direct  efforts  should  be  made  to 
denounce  and  remove  the  false  standard  of  military  glory,  with  all  the 
pomp  and  display  connected  with  military  organizations  ;  to  counteract 
the  many  influences  calculated  to  encourage  a  military  spirit  in  the 
minds  of  the  young,  and  to  show  to  Christians,  their  great  inconsistency 
in  encouraging  many  pursuits  by  which  the  institutions  or  the  spirife-of 
war  are  sustained  or  encouraged. 

The  Committee  present  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  J  That  we  will,  at  such  times  as  circumstances  may  render 
favorable,  present  the  cause  of  peace  to  our  several  congregations,  and 
that  we  will  use  all  proper  means  to  extend  its  influence. 

Resolved,  That  we  will  encourage  the  formation  of  peace  societies, 
and  that  we  will  co-operate  with  them  in  securing  the  means  for  diffus- 
ing generally  a  knowledge  of  the  objects  and  principles  of  the  cause  of 
peace.

OBSERVANCE  OF  THE  SABBATH. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  proper  ob- 
servance of  the  Sabbath,  submit  the  following  as  their  report : 

The  Divine  requirement  in  reference  to  the  Sabbath  is,  that  it  be 
remembered  and  kept  holy.  This  manner  of  keeping  it,  implies  that  we 
refrain  from  doing  our  own  pleasure,  and  speaking  our  own  words,  and 
even  thinking  our  own  thoughts.  Inasmuch  as  the  Saviour  has  said, 
"the  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,"  we  infer  that  the  highest  interests  of 
man  can  be  secured  only  by  keeping  that  holy  day  according  to  the 
commandment.  All  divine  laws  perfectly  harmonize;  so  it  is  found 
that  our  physical  and  temporal  well  being  is  most  effectually  promoted 
by  the  most  exact  observance  of  the  moral  law  of  Him  who  formed  our 
bodies.  Great  and  numerous  evils,  both  temporal  and  spiritual,  result 
from  a  transgression  of  the  law  in  reference  to  the  Sabbath,  to  the  indi- 
vidual and  to  society.  Careful  investigation  has  shown  that  a  large 
portion  of  the  convicts  in  the  various  prisons  of  our  land,  were  early 
addicted  to  the  violation  of  the  holy  Sabbath.  The  divine  disapproba- 
tion seems  specially  manifested  upon  the  evil  of  Sabbath  profanation. 
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Blessings  rich  and  numerous  are  secured  to  the  individual,  to  the  family, 
and  to  the  community,  by  properly  keepinj^  holy  time. 

As  expressions  of  our  opinions  on  this  subject,  we  present  the  follow- 
lowing  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved^  That  we  regard  suitable  efforts  to  promote  the  due 
observance  of  the  Lord's  day  as  humane  and  benevolent,  and  claiming 
our  sympathy  and  vigorous  co-operation. 

2.  Resolved^  As  God  has  given  six  days  of  secular  time  for  secular 
purposes,  and  reserved  but  one  day  for  himself,  exclusively  for  holy 
uses  and  spiritual  improvement,  we  regard  it  as  robbery  of  God,  as  high 
handed  sacrilege  for  either  individuals,  corporations,  or  governments,  to 
prostitute  the  Lord's  day  to  secular  purposes  or  to  amusements. 

3.  Resolved^  We  regard  it  as  a  clear  and  obvious  Scriptural  require- 
ment, to  be  holy  at  all  times,  and  in  all  we  do  to  conform  to  the  Divine 
will;  nevertheless  as  God  has  made  a  distinction  between  secw/ar  and 
holy  time,  a  disregard  of  that  distinction  is  an  offence  against  God,  and 
a  forfeiture  of  holiness  of  character. 

4.  Resolved^  We  regard  all  that  pertains  to  the  interests  of  the  church, 
as  of  high  and  sacred  importance  ;  still  we  think  the  pecuniary  interests 
of  the  church  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  attended  to  in  secular 
time. 

5.  Resolved^  As  teachers  of  religion,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  ministers  conform  in  all  things  to  the  law  in  which  they  instruct 
others ;  therefore,  we  regard  travelling  in  holy  time  for  ministerial 
exchanges,  beyond  the  requirements  of  mercy  or  strict  necessity,  as  sin- 
ful in  itself,  and  of  hurtful  influence  to  society.
